The Oharch 
of England has her fixed and real Stars, which 
unbelieving Jews, bruitiſh Atherfts, wicked' and 
bloody 'Papzſts, and rebelitons Zi:fſertors and Se- 
faries, and know not well where they are, nor 
who they are; but they are known to the Moſt 
High, and from him they will \give-the greateſt 
and the cleareſt Light in the darkeſt Night of trou- 
-ble and affliion. that doth befall many Perſons, 
and many Nations. j 

Husbandmen. love to ſee and to enjoy Frait- 
ful Fields, Fruitful Vineyards, and Fruitftul Gar- 
-dens: And the God of Heaven loves that they 
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that know him, and do own him, ſhould be Fruit- 
ful in Good Works ; for herein is he much glorifi- 
ed, that the Sons and the Daughters of Men thould 
bring forth much Fruit , - ſuch Fruit as is ſuitable 
and teaſonable, profitable and comfortable in their 
Generation, for the great honour of God, the King 
and Nation. 

As the Apple-tree among the Trees of the Wood, 
ſo be they that be Fruittul among the Sons of 
Men : They may be black with Reproaches caſt 
upon them, but they be comely with good Gra- 
ces wrought in.them: 

Every true Member of. Chrift is a Garden inclo- 
ſed; a Spring ſhut up, a Fountain ſealed from the 
world ; but it is in the World. The men of the 
World will condemn many that do profeſs Relt- 
gion, . for they love their own, and will not quar- 
rel, contend, and flight one another ſo 'much as 
they that be- for this Party, and that Party ; for 
this Opinion and that Opinion, and all againſt the 
Charch of. England. '1t has been want of love to 
Gedi.and ito , Fellow.members; that has cauſed fo 
much Striſe-and. Contention; Sedition and Rebel- 
lion for about Fourty years ; that it has been on- 
ly the ' Lords mercy that we 'have mot been con- 
founded, nor conſumed” long before now: But ſhall 
we ſtill provoke the. Lord'to anger, who is moſt 

 Greatand moſtipood j: will he riot provoke us to 
anger, even to the ſhame and confuſion of our own 
.Faces, if that we'will not Conform' and-Reform 
to him, and to the Government of the Church of 
England. Has not-the Church of England V.ne- 
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mies enough from the Church of Rome to Encoun- 
ter withal ? But muſt ſhe be flighted and underva- 
laced, vexed and perplexed by them that ſhould 
readily and willingly aſſiſt her, but not in theleaſt 
reſiſt her ? What ever Wiſdom, Power, Courage, 
or any Grace any Member has received in the 
Church of England, they ought to prove it, and 
improve it, and to know when and how for to 
, manifeſt it, for the great peace and proſperity of 

the Church of Exgland'; and not to make a noiſe 
about Religion : to be the Head of this Party, or 
that Society, that is divided from the Church o 
England : This is that which makes Mutiny and 
Confuſion, it argues too much ſelf-ſeeking, and 
will prove unto many ſelf-undoing. 

As all the Members of the natural Body a& for 
the good of that Body ; ſo all the Members of the 
Church of England ought for to a for the great 
Honour, Peace and Proſperity of the Church of 
England; or elſe they be not for her, but againft 
her. The mighty God, who is moſt Great A, moſt 
Good, will plead thy Cauſe-O Church of England ; 
therefore let the Tw k; the Pope and the Dew, 
and all the Workers of ev:/,combine and deſign to 
undermine -and overthrow the Church f Fogland, 
7 they will be deceived, confounded, and for ever 
| aſhamed. The Lord of Hoſts hath purpoſed, and 
who ſhall diſannul it? And his hand is ſtretched 
out, and who ſhall turn it back ? :Is not deſirutti- 

ou 10the wicked, and a ſtrange punſment to the 
workers of inzquity t' Therefore let not any Envy 
oxFret at the- proſperity of the Wicked ; but ra- - 
the, .. 
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ther let them be pitied : For if that they do not 
bring forth good Fruit in due ſeaſon, they will 
ſoon be cut down like the Graſs, and wither as 
the green Herb : But the Salvation of the Righte- 
ous 1s of the Lord, he 1s their Strength in the time 
of trouble ; he will help, ſave, and deliver them, 
becauſe they rruit in him ; but the Tranſgreſlours 
will be deſtroyed together, the end of the Wicked 
is to be cut off; the Lord of Hoſts hath broken 
the Staff of the Wicked, and the Scepter of the 
Rulers: For Za65/on the Giory of Kingdoms, the 
Beauty of the Chaldees Excellency , will be as 
when God overthrew Sodom and Gomorrah. How 
art thou fallen from Heaven, OLaciter, Sow of the 
Morning ! How art thou cut down to the ground 
which didſt weaken the Nations! The Lord of 
Hoſts will rife up againſt Babylon, and cut off 
from them what he has promiſed, the Name and 
Remnant, and Son and Nephew, ſaith the Lord. 
He who ſmote the people in wrath with a-con- 
tinual Stroke ; He that ruled the Nations in an- 
ger, is perſecuted, and none hindreth. Then this 
Proverb will be taken up againſt the King of ZBa- 
bylon, and many will fay, How hath the Oppreſ- 
or ceaſed, the golden City ceaſed ; that made 
the world as a wilderneſs, and deſtroyed the Cities 
tbereof ; that opened not the houſe of has! priſoners : 
Hell from beneath is moved for thee, to meet thee 
at thy coming ; it ſftirreth up the dead for thee, 
even all the chief ones of the earth ; 8s hath rai- 
ſed-up from thetr thrones all the kings of the Na- 
tions ; all they ſhall ſpeak and ſay unto thee, Art 


thou 
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thou alſo become weak as we? Art thou become 
like unto ws? thy pomp is brought down to the 
grave, and the noiſe of thy Viols : the worm is 
ſpread under the:, and the worms cover thee ; 
L thou haſt ſaid in thy heart, thou wilt aſcend 
into heaven, thou wilt exalt thy throne above the 
ftars of God, thou wouldſt aſcend above the heights 
ry clouds ; thou. wouldſt be like the moit high - 
et thou ſhelt be brought down to hell, to the ſides 
of the pit ; they that ſee thee, they ſhall narrowly 
Look upon thee, and conſider thee, ſaying, Ts this - 
the man that mnde the world to tremble, that- 
ard ſhake kingdoms ? | 
The Lord of: Hoſts, whois moſt wiſe, and moſt*. 
Rrong, will puniſh the World for their Evil, and 
the Wicked for therr Iniquities : He will cauſe the - 
arroganey of the proud toceaſe, and will lay low 
the haughtineſs of the Terrible, And when” the - 
Eord hath performed his whote Work upon Mount 
Stor, and on Feruſulem, he will then puniſh the: - 
ſtour heart of the King of Af$r:ia, and the gory 
of his high looks. Shall the Axe boaſt it ſeit againſt - 
him that heweth therewith? Or ſhall the Saw 

magnitie. it felf againſt him rhat ſhaketh it : As if 
the Rod ſhould ſhake it felf againſt them that lift 
it up: Oras if the Staff ſhould lifr up it ſelf as if 
itwere no wood. Cannot the Porter do with the 
Clay as he pleaſe? Asthe Clay is in_the' hands of 
the Potter, ſo are all men in ail Nations in the 
hands of the Lord of Hoſts, to ru!: 4nd over-rule: 
them at his will and' pleafure: Therefore let all 
the Inhabitants of the World fear him, lec them © 
| trems.-- 
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"tremble at his preſence ; who has placed the Sand 
for the bound of the Sea, by a perpetual Decree, 
that it cannot paſs it, though the Waves thereof 
tols themſelves, yet can they not prevail ; though 
they roar, yet can they not paſs over it. And ſhall 
the Workers of Iniquity, the Seed of evil Doers, 
the Children of Diſobedience, the Enemies of the 
Goſpel, rage and fret, and combine and deſign to 
undermine and overthrow the Workers of Righ- 
teouſneſs ; thoſe that be faithful tothe Proteſtant 
Religion, and to his Majeſty 'of . Great Britain, 
and the Church of, Exgland; .but.it will tend to 
their own ſhame and confuſion ?. For the Righte- 
ous will. flouriſh, - but Deſtruction wall be 'to the 
Workers. of. Iniquity ; though they. may make a 
Covenant and Agreement with Death and with 
Hell, when the over-flowing Scourge ſhall paſs 
thorow,, that it may not come unto-, them ;;.but 
they -will be deceived, becauſe they. have made 
Lyes their Refuge, therefore their Covenant with 
'Death ſhall, be diſfanulled, and their Agreement 
with Hell ſhall not ſtand : When the over-flowin 
Scourge ſhall paſs thorow , then they ſhall be 
trodden down by 1t : From thetime tbat it goeth 
forth it ſhall, take them, for:morning by morning : 
will it paſs over by day and by night : And)it will 
be a vexation. unto the Workers of Iniquity.,- the 
Enemies , of the Proteftant Religion, and of the 
Church of England, only, to underſtand the Report 
thereof. Let not any be Mockers and Scoffers, and 
ſay. Where, is the Promiſe: of his coming ? leaſt: 
[their Bands be made ſtrong ;.tor behold the Lord,!. 
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who 1s moſt wiſe and moſt ſtrong, moſt gracious; 
and' moſt glorious ; who has been for a longtime 
much provoked, being flighted and undervalued 
by unbelieving Ferws, bruttiſh * Atherzfts, wicked, 
bloody, and deceitful Pap:ſts, and rebellious Dif 
ſentors and Seffaries : He cometh out of his place: 
to puniſh the Inhabitants of the Earth, for their 
Iniquity ; for though the Lord, who is moſt great, 
has his Throne in the higheſt Heavens, yet when 
he pleaſes, for his peoples eaſe, he can come into 
the loweſt heart; for to make the Enemies of his 
Goſpel throughout the whole World to ſmart : 
therefore Fear, and the Pit,and the Snare,are upon 
thee, O Inhabitant of the Earth : It ſhall come to 

aſs that he who fleeth from the noiſe of the Fear, 
ſhall fall into the Pit, and he that cometh out -of 
the midſt of the Pit ſhall be taken in the Snare, 
when he arifeth to ſhake terribly the Earth : 
Therefore let all that be wiſe of heart, that would 
be ſecure, enter into the Rock of Ages for ſafety; 
let them humble themſelves for fear of the Lord, 
and for the glory of his moſt Excellent Majeſty ; 
for the lofty looks of men will be humbled, and 
their haughtineſs bowed down ; for the Lord thy 
God, O Church of England, will be exalted in 
the hearts of men, for his wonderful works and 
great mercy towards them: But they that have 
not made the Lord-of Hoſts, in theſe days of the 
Goſpel, their ſtrong Hold and Ciry of Refuge ; 
what will they do in the Day of Viſitation, and 
in the Deſfolation-which ſhall come from far'? 'To 


whom will they flee for help ? And where will 
L they 
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they leave their Glory'? /Who will in ſach a day 
as this is plead for B27, for I Wn es ? Or, 
who'will undertake-to uphold Babylon ! Babylon 
is fallen by Gods:Decree, : who doth fore-ſee how: 
all things will be. -The'time is come, that Baby- 
lon ſhall fall ſuddenly, and'all the graven Images 
of her Gods, and the Idols will be utterly abo- 
lifht : They that will plead for Bazl, let them be 
put to death ; if he be:a God, let him plead for 
himſelf. What ſaith the-Lord,, who is the true 
and the ever-living God, who is to be feared and 
ſerved by all 'people in all Nations. Learn not the 
way of the Heathens, and be not diſmayed at the 
Signs of theHeavens;for theHeathens are diſmayed 
at them: For the Cuſtoms of bruitith Atheiſts and 
fooliſh Papiſts is vain ; for one cutteth a Tree out 
" of the Foreſt,the work of the hands of the Work- 
man with the Ax; they deck it with Silver and 
with Gold, they faſten it with Nails and with 
Hammers that it move: not, they are upright as 
the Palm-tree, bur ſpeak not ; they muſt needs be 
born becauſe they cannot go : therefore let not 
any be afraid of them, for they cannot do evil, 
neither alſo is it in them to do good ; they have 
Mouths but they | 26-9 not, Eyes have. they, but 
they ſee not;they have Hands, but they handlenot; 
Feet have they, but they walk-not, neither ſpeak 
they through their Throat : They that make them 
are like unto them,ſfo is every one that truſteth in 
them.But let them that fear the true & ever-livin 
God, truſt.in him, and he will be their Help and 
their Shield ; he will encourage them in well-do-

ing, and reward them for well doing, both in this 
World, and in a better : But the Workers of Ini- 
quity, the Seed of Evil Doers, the Children of 
Diſobedience are Confounded, by their Graven I- 
mages ; for their Molten Image 1s Falſhood,: and 
there is no Breath in them; They are Vanity, and 
the Work of Errours, in the time of their Viſita- 
tion they ſhall periſh, the Portion of Jacob is not 
like them, for he is the Former of all things, and 
Iſrael is the Rod of his Inheritance ; the Lord: of 
Hoſts is /his Name. The Lord of Hoſts hath his Bat- 
tel Axes and Weapons of War; ' whereby he can, 
when he pleaſes,and with whom he pleaſes in the 
day of his Power break in Pieces the Nations,and 
deſtroy Kingdoms ; break in Pieces the Horſe and 
his Rider, and the Chariot and his Rider : The 
Lord has broke in Pieces both Man and Woman, 
both Old-and Young; he has'broke in Pieces both 
the Shepherd and his Flock, the Husbandman and 
his Yoke of Oxen, both-Captains and Rulers, the 
Lord has done it and will 'do it: ' They that walk

Put your ſelves in Array againſt Babyloy, all 
you Wiſe, Strong, Rich, and Learned Men, that 
be Faithful to the God of Heaven, to his Annoin- 
ted our Royal and Gracious Soveraign, His Majeſty 
of Great Britain, to the Proteſtant Religion, and 
to the Church of Fagland- Put your elves in 
Array againſt her round about, all ye that bend the 
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Bow, or handle the Sword, ſhout at her, ſpare no 
Arrows, for ſhe hath ſinned againſt the Lord thy 
God , O Church of England ; who is moſt. great 
and moſt good , moſt gracious, and moſt © glori- 
ous : Shout againſt her round about , for it is the

Threſhing-floor, it is time'to threſh her, for 
the time: of, her Haryeſt, ſhall;cotne, and will not 
tarry.. The Lord\will give great jay, reſt and peace 
unto-thee, O EFpghland, Scotland, France and: Jre- 
{and, and unto all thoſe, Nations that do profeſs 
and enjoy the Proteſtant Religton:; but he will 
diſquiet all #he lahabitants of Babylon, -all that 
be-in league or in; Jove:'with;the; Church of. Roxee, 
where:ever. they be, or: where-everithey are. A 
Sword is upon.the Chalgeans, ſaith the Lord, who 
is moſt wiſe, and moſt firong, and has all power 
and powers.in his. own: hand; and upon the In- 
habitants of Babylon, and upon her Princes, and 
upon her Wiſe-men: A:.Sword is upon the Lyars, 
and they ſhall dote-;. a Sword 1s upon her mighty 
men, and they ſhall be diſmayed : A Sword is up- 
on their Horſes, and upon their Chariots, and uv 

on all the mingled people that are in the midſt of 
thee,. O Babylon , and they ſhall become as Wo- 
men: A Sword is upon her Treaſures, and they 
ſhall-be robbed : A Drought is upon her Waters, 
and they ſhall be dried up ; for it' 1s the Land of 
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graven Images; and-»they are mad upon their I- 
dols : -but the. time 1s'come; that the”Lord will 
do Judgment-upon the graven Images "of Ba-' 
bylon, and. her whole Land: will be confounded, 
and all her {lain ſhall fall iithe'midſtof her ; for

There-is no King faved/ by the multitude of -an 
Hoſt ; 2a mighty man 115 not delivered by much 
Strength: An Horſe is a vainthing for ſafety, nei- 
ther .can he deliver any |by lus great Strength: 
The Fgypijans ate Men and not''God;/ and their 
Horſes Fleſh and not Spirit ; therefore they that 
truſt unto them, when the Lord: ſhall - tretch 
out: his Hand, and make bare hs:Arm,; both he | 
that helpeth ſhall fall, and:he that is holpen, [ 
ſhall fall down, and they all ſhall faile toge- 
ther ; taerefore wo. be. to; the [rebellious Chil- 
dren, all -unbeheving Jews, bruitth Athezſts, 
wicked , bloody and deceitful PapriFs, and all 
proud Dsſſentors and SefFarzes ; that take Coun- 
ſel, but not of the Lord, who 1s moſt wiſe,-and 
moſt ſtrong ; and. that cover with a Covering, 
but not. of his Spirit, that ſo they may add ſin to 
ſin. Wo- unto them that be wiſe in their own 
Eyes, and .that ſeek Deep to hide.- their Counſel 
from the Lord, before whom the Darkneſs and the 
Light are both alike ; and yet they ſay, Who ſee« 
eth them, and who knoweth them? Underſtand 
O ye bruitiſh Atheiſts, and ye Fools, when will ye 
be wiſe ? He that teacheth Man knowledge, ſhall 
not he know ? "The: Lord knoweth- the thoughts 
of Wiſe-men, that 'they be vanity, thatall People 
in all Nations may know the true God, whoſe Do- 
minion it is from- Sea to. Se2, and trom one end of 
the World to the other : He will, proceed to do'a 
marvellous Work and a Wonder ;. he that gives 
Underſtanding to the ſimple, doth many times 
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cauſe the Wiſdom of Wiſe-men to periſh, and the 
Underſtanding of the Prudent to -be hid. He 
turneth wiſe Men backward, and maketh their 
knowledge fooliſh ; he leadeth Councellors away 
ſpoiled, and maketh the Judges Fools ; he looſetht 
k Bond of Kings , and girdeth their Loins with 
a Girdle : He leadeth Princes away ſpoiled , and 
over-throweth the mighty; he removeth away 
the Speech of the Truſty., and taketh away the 
Underſtanding of the Aged : He putteth : 4 
the Mighty from their . Seat , and doth man 
times exalt the Humble and the Meek. He ire 
Power to the Faint, and to them that have no 
Might : | He increaſeth Srenged, he diſcoyereth 
deep things out of Darkneſs, and bringeth. out: 
to Light the ſhadow of Death :| He increaſeth the 
Nations and deſtroyeth them : He enlargeth the 
Nations , and ſtraiteneth them again : He taketh 
away the Heart of the Chief of the People of the 
Earth, and cauſeth them to: wander many times 
in a Wilderneſs where there .is no way 3. The 
grope in the dark without light , and he maket 
them to ſtagger like a drunken man. He break- 
eth down, and it cannot be built, Again, He 
ſhatteth up a Man, and. there can be no opening; 
He with-holdeth the. Waters, ; and they dry. up 
alſo : ' He ſendeth them qut and they, overturn 
the Earth when he pleaſes. . With him is Wiſdom 
and Strength ; the Deceived and the Deceiver,are 
his: Ifhe cut off and ſhut up, or gather together, 
who can hinder him, He ſitteth upon. the Circle 
of the Earth, and all the Inhabitants before him 
| Eo K __ are 
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are as Graſhopers. He ſtretcheth out the Heavens 
as a Curtain, and ſpreadeth them out as a Tent 
to dwell in. 

Therefore let all the Sons and Daughters of 
Men learn to know, fear, love, ſerve, and to 
honour this great and mighty God , whoſe Wiſ- 
dom is unſearchable, whoſe Power is unreſiſtable, 
whoſe Goodneſs unexpreſiible , and whoſe Love 
is unchangea ble; and according to his Power, ſo 
will his Anger and his Wrath be, againſt the 
ſeed of evil doers , and the workers of Iniquity. 
Who can or will fay that there is not a God 
that made the World and don t govern the World ? 
Have ye not known ? Have ye not heard ? Hath 
it not been told you from the beginning ? Have 
ye not underſtood from the Foundations of the 
Earth, that the Everlaſting God, the Creator of 
the Ends. of the Earth , fainteth not, neither is 
weary ? 

'* There is no ſearching of his Underſtanding , 
even the Youth fhall faint and be weary, and 
the Young menſhall utterly fall ; but they that 
wait upon the Lord will renew their- Strength: 
they will mount up with Wings as Eagles , they 
will run and not be weary, and walk and not 
faint. Let who will glory in their Wiſdom, Pow-_ 
er, and' Strength , in their Honours, Riches , 
great and high Places ; I will glory in my Weak- 
neſs and Intirmities, and in my Inſufficiency ; 
that I that have nothing, comparatively, and am 
. nothing ſeemingly, yet from Gods All-ſufficiency 
I have Wiſdom, Power and Strength for to un- 
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#erſtand his Mind , for to make it known in dus 
time,:for the great Joy, Peace, . and Proſperity 
of Mankind , in theſe days of the Golpel, and 
in the Reign of our Royal Sovereign, his Majeſty 
of Great Þritain : Who will riſe up for me a- 
gainſt Evil Doers? Or who will ſtand up for me 
againſt the workers of Iniquity ? Ualels the Lord, 
who is moſt Great and moſt Good, had been my 
, help , my Soul before now -had dwelt in Silence ; 
but the Lord of Hoſts has been with me , and is 
with me as a mighty terrible One. 

Therfore they that be incenſed againſt me 
for engaging with him, for the glory of this 
great Name , for the Credit of his Holy Goſpel , 
for the great Honour and Renown of the Pros 
teſtant Religion , for the great Joy and Triumph 
of the Church of England, for the great Exal- 
tation of his Majeſty of Great Britain, and the 
great Peace and-Proſperity of many Kingdoms : 
they will be: aſhamed, if not confounded. Let 
all praiſe him for their Wiſdom , their Power,, 
their Honours , their Riches, their Great and 
High Places: Let all praiſe him daily for their 
Health , their Strength, their Liberty ; for their 
Food, their Rayment , their Habitation ; and. for 
the "Peace and Proſperity of their Friends and 
Relations; yea , of their ” Enemies : And 
-praiſe him for all Loſſes, Crofles and Reproaches, 
for they will work for the good of them that 
love God ; for God had great love to the Sons of 
. Men , when they were Enemies unto him. 


'To this end the moſt Wiſe God, who is the 
K-32 God 
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God of Love and Peace , has fent and continued 
from Generation to Generation his Goſpel, which 
is the glad Tydings of Salvation : That ſo a= _ 
mong the 'Sons of Men and the God of Heaven , 7 
there might be- a great and a'laſting Reconcili- 
ation. 

God is Love, he that dwelleth in Love dwel- 
leth in God, and God in him : He that loveth 
not his Brother whom: he hath ſeen ; how can 
he love God whom he hath not ſeen ? 

It is Love to the God'of Heaven, and to the 
'Sons of Men , that has enabled me to deny my 
ſelf, to overcome my ſelf, and to lay out my 
ſelf in ſo noble a Deſign ;- as for'the great Joy, 
Peace, and Proſperity of Mankind ; as for the 
great Honour and Renown of the Proteſtant Re- 
Iigion ; for the great Joy and Triumph of the 
Church of England; for the: great Exaltation of 
our Royal Soveraign, his Majeſty of Great Bri. 
tain; and for the great Joy, Peace, and Proſperi- 
ty of many Kingdoms. 

"They that will be willing to engage their 
Heart , Soul, Strength, Will and Aﬀection, in 
the Service of- God, he will give them Wiſdom, 
Power, 'and Strength to make them able. As 
the Lord doth by his own Wiſdom .and Power 
rule, and over-rule-all Nations as one Man ; fo 
he can with the ſame- Wiſdom and Power, with 
one Man, when he pleafe to'make bare his Arm ; 
for his Arm: is very-long and'very ſtrong, and 
taat his Enemies: will know 5 the Turk , the 
Pope, and the Devil, and all.the workers of E- 
Ss | ih; 
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vil, to their great ſhame and overthrow ; an@ 
that in theſe days of the Goſpel, and in the 
Reign of our Royal Soveraign, his Majeſty of 
Great Britain. 

The Lord thy God , O Church of England 
Reigneth-,/ be the People never ſo Impatient , he 
whoſe Dominion. it is from Sea to: Sea, and from 
one end of the World to the .other. Therefore 
let the Righteous rejoyce and be glad and ſhout 
for joy of heart; but all the workers of Iniquity, 
the ſeed of Evil Doers, the Children of Diſobe- 
dience, will be aſhamed and confounded, if that 
they will not Conform and Reform to the Pro- 
teſtant. Religion, as it is Eſtabliſht in the Church 
of England , when the Lord, who is moſt Great 
and moſt Good , doth inable a Mortal Man tor 
to., underſtand his Mind, to have done what. is 
remarkable ; he will inable him to make it known 
in due time, . that.it may be recordable. Wiſe 
Men lay. up Knowledge till a fit time; and he 
that hath Knowledge ſpareth his Words till a 
fir ſeaſon; and a Man of Underſtanding is of an . 
excellent Spirit; that. knows what , when, and 
how that may bedone ; which tends for the great 
Honour ,,Joy ,. Peace, and Proſperity of a King 
and Kingdom.

How much: better -is it therefore -to get Wit- 
dom rather than Gold , and Underſtanding above 
choice Silver ; | becauſe it will give unto them 
that do-1mbrace it., an: Ornament of Grace , and 
a Crown of Glory.. How forcible are right-Words, 
but what, doth. Arguing-reprove, | to: contend. he 

| this 
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this Opinion and that Opinion : It has been a 
great thame to the Proteitant Religion and the 
Church of England, They that believe will be 
ſaved, but they that will not labour and en- 
deavour to believe in the Son of God , who be- 
came the Son of Man, will Le aſhamed , con- 
founded, and at Jaſt deſtroyed : For there is no 


other remedy tor Mans Recovery but by obeying 
the Golpel. 


Therctore conſider what fo great a Prince as 
the Lord of Life, and the King of Glory, has 
done for the Sons of Men :; Let all fall in love 
with him ; for if Unbelieving Jews and Bruitiſh 
Atheiſts, and Wicked and Bloody Papiſts, and 
Rebellious Diilentors and SeRtaries , do not en- 
deavour to love him, who is altogether lovely, 
their condition is ſad for the preſent , and worſe 
for the future; but I hope that in theſe Goſpel- 
days, and in the Reignof our Royal Severaign, 
his Majeſty of Great Brzetain ; that Jews and 
Gentiles will come into one Fold;; and: that all 
People in all Nations, will know the True 
God, and Jeſus Chriſt , ſoas to love, ſerve, and 
to honour him : For the Lord has promiſed, and 
he will make it good; for to give unto his Son 
the Heathen for his Inheritance, and the utter- 
moſt Parts of the Farth for his Polleflion. And 
who knows but that the time is come , that in 
| theſe days of the Goſpel, and in the Reign of our 

Royal Sovereign, his Majeſty of Great Brita , 
it is to be done : This high and honourable 
work , this pleaſant , profitable, and long deſired 
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work, this vi&torious, glorious, and crowning 
work, that will crown the God of Heaven with 
much glory among the*Sons of Men , and his Ma- 
zeſty of Greas Britain, with great Honour and 
Power over them , over all Heathen Popiſh Kings, 
Prieſts, Princes, and Emperors in the World, that 
will not ſubmit to the Goſpel and the Proteſtant 
Religion, as it is taught in the Church of Eng- 
Lind : That this high and honourable work may 
be brought about by the Lords Annointed, his 
Majeſty of Great Britain ; the God of Heaven 
has ſtirr'd me up in time to make known his Mind, 
for the great Joy, Peace, and Proſperity of Man- 
kind : Therefore let the Righteous rejoyce , all 
that be faithful to the God of Heaven, to his 
Majeſty of Great Eritarn, to the Proteſtant Re- 
ligion , and to the Church of Zngland; but let 
the Wicked tremble, and all the workers of Ini> 

uity be aſhamed ; for in his Majeſties Reign will 
the Righteous flouriſh, and in his days there will 
be abundance of Peace ; fo that Strife, Conten- 
tion and Wars, in theſe Goſpel-days will ceaſe , 
and throughout the whole World among all Peo- 
ple there will be a free Trade, great Joy, and. 
a laſting Peace: Therefore let the Heavens re- . 
joyce, and let the Earth be glad ; let the Sea 
roar and the fulneſs thereof ; let the Fields be 
joyful, and all that is therein ; then ſhall all the 
Trees of the Wood rejoyce, for the Lord who is 
moſt wiſe and moſt ſtrong cometh, he cometh 
to judge the Earth : He will judge the World 


with Righteouſneſs, and the People with his 
Truth, 
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Ariſe and ſhine thou Church of Exgland, thy 
Light is come, the-Glory of the Lord is riſen 
upon thee, to bring thee to great Honour and 
Exaltation; and the Whore of Babylon, the 
Man of Sin, and the Church of Rowe, to great 
Shame and Deſolation for her Idolatry and Abc= 
mination , for her Lies and Fornication , for the 
Blood of the Saints that ſhe -has ſlain : Her time 
1s come to be brought down with ſhame, but 
the Lord will have mercy upon $:oy , upon his 
Church throughout the whole World ; the time 
to favour her is come, ſo that great will be the 
Joy and Triumph' of the Church of Engl.ind; 
hep will be, the Exaltation of - his Majeity of 

reat Britain, and great will be the Peace and 
and Proſperity of many Kingdoms. 

Let not any deſpiſe the day of ſmall things, 
for that God that ſpeaks peace to a Perſon , can 
inable a Perſon to make known his Mind, for the 
great joy, peace, and proſperity of many Nations. 
Return, Return,O backſlding Children therefore , 
and remember from: whence you are fallen, and 
do your firſt work; for it' was better with you 
than them : Even ſince the Dillentors and SeCfta- 
ries, left off to be wiſe and to do good; they 
have been the occaſion, of ſhedding too much 
Blood': They left off to be wiſe, when they made 
Separation', which has cauſed Diyifion., Con- 
tention; Sedition and Rebellion : T hey left off do» 
ing of much good, ever ſince , they have refuſed 
to ſay the daily Prayers of the Church of England, 
which Prayers are ſuitable and OY! y- 
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fitable and comfortable for all Perfons in all 
Nations; they tend very much »to inform | the 
lgnorant , to Reform the Diſobedient, to Com- 
fort the Weak Chriſtian, to Reſolve the Doubt- 
ing , to Raiſe up thoſe that be fallen, and to 
Strengthen them that do Stand , if' they be but 
well uſed and practiced; but theſe Prayers have 
been flighted and undervalued.'by them who are 
, too much like many of the Children of' Iſrael, 
who was a proud , froward, and: ſtubborn Ge» 
neration ; Children that could talk of Faith, -but 
the Lord told them ;, They had not Þaith; for 
they moved him to Jealouſie with that which. 
:s not god, they provoked himio: Anger with 
their Vanities : But What faith the Lord ,, who 
has'all power in his own hand , and the whole 
Creation at command'; he- told them that. he 
would move them to Jealoufie , with thoſe:which ! 
are not a People; he would provoke them to- 
Anger with a tooliſh Nation. And has not our 
Contentions and Diviſions about Religion cauſed- 
the Lord to atHict us and to ſcourge us, with a 
fooliſh and ignorant People , even the, Papift ?, 
They that provoke the Lord to. Anger ,. 'he wall 
provoke them to the ſhame and confuſion ,of 
their own: Faces, 1 -1..,1101 63-8 
The Children of Iſrael did fo far provoke to 
Anger the Lord, who 1s not caſily provoked , 
that he did hide his Face from them, and-would 
ſee. what their end 'would be :. And: has not the 
| Lord juſtly hid his Face. from the : Diſſentors 
and/Settaries for 'a long time , 'to ſee what Er 
en 
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end wilt be : How they will quit themſelves: 


like Men. Phey'can talk like Men and walk like 
Men, but they have acted, too many of them, like 
Children, Fools, afid- Mad-men ; but their own 
wickedneſs wilt corre& them;and their backſliding 
will reprove them: for the Backfliders in heart will 
be filled with their own foohſh ways, they will 
lie doww in ſorrow. And have not the Dilfen- 
tors and SeRtaries., - experience enough, that 
have made Separation from the Church of England, 
what it is'to backſlide from the Worſhip of God, 


from the Word of God:, from the Prayers of the 


Church, which tends to: Edification, Reformation, 
and Conſolation ; and from the ways of God, 
whoſe ways are ways of Pleaſantneſs, and all his 
Paths Peace ; and from the Yoke of Chriſt, whoſe 
Yoke is eafie and his. Burden'Light. And what 
have they got unto themſelves, but great Shame 
afid mach Confuſion ? When Iſrael did caſt off 
the thing that was good, . the Enemy did purſue 
theiti..- So fince the Diflentors and SeQtaries have 


caſt off the good Prayers of the Church of 


Englund, which are profnrable and comfortable ; 
th&'Goud of: Heaven! has. \made-their Friends as 


Enctnies/ ts purſue them : For: if a: mans. ways: 
pleaſe- the Lord , he will make their. Enemies to:

And 
who will have pity upon thee or bemoan thee? 
Art thou not gone backward, O Difſentor , ſince 
thou haſt broken thy Covenant with the Lord, 
in not endeavouring to keep the Unity of the 
Spirit in the Bond of Peace ? And have not you 
broken your Covenant with Men, Q; Rebellious 
Sectaries, in taking away the Lite of our late 
Royal and Gracious Soveraign ; therefore' the 
Lord hath framed Evil againſt you, and deviſed 
a Device againſt you. Unleſs that you do return 
every one of you from your Evil Ways, and 
make your Ways and. your Doings good , the 


Lord will bring aneverlaſting Reproach upon you, 


and a perpetual ſhame, which will not be for- 
gotten : Nay, the Lord will make you Sick. .in 
ſmiting you, in making you deſolate, becauſe 
of your ſins, if you will not turn unto him , 
in conforming to the Governmentof the Church 
of England: But I ſhall pray for the Diſſentors 
and Sectaries, as the Apoſtle St. Peter prayed for 
Simon;That they would repent of thetr Wic edne(s, 
and pray God, if perhaps the thoughts of their 
hearts may be forgiven them : Forl am affraid that 
too many of them may be in the Gall of Bitter- 
neſs, and in the Bond of Iniquity ; for not keep- 
ing the bg of the Spirit in the Bond of Peace : 
but the Lord give them true Repentance, which 
will take offthe greateſt ſtain, and bring the Soul 
into the Favour of God. Again, Have not the 
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Diſſentors and the SeCtaries, by their falling from 
the Church of Erg/2nd? Have they not weakened 
her and grieved her ? Have they not reproached 
and: perſecuted her 'both' with their Tongues 
and- their 'Hands ? Rave they not encouraged and 
ſtrengthened the Papiſts againſt her, who are un- 
reaſonable', blondy , and deceittul men ? But the 
Church of Engl/and', according to our Saviours 
Counſel, prays for her Enemies, Perſecutors, and 
Slanderers} that the Lord: would: turn their hearts 
and” have- mercy upon. all Men; that the- Lord 
would be pleaſed to give to all Nations, Unity, 
Peace , and Concord ; that the Lord would give 
us all Hearts to love and dread him, and to 
live-after his Commandments.

. will the Prayers of the Church of Z-giand, This 
is the excellency of theſe Prayers , 'that/they, are 
not ſo plain as pronebs and .comfortable'; for 
all both high and low, rich and. poor, and young 
and old. Were they but. well put in practice, 
they would ſoon inform and reform the. World, 
that lies and lives 4n ignorance and-diſobedience : 
From all evil and miſchief, from fin, from the 
craftsand aflaults of. the Devil, from everlaſting 
wrath and damnation.,, it becomes all wiſe 
men to pray that the good Lord would deliver 
them-.. | | 
Never-morecrafts and aſlaultsof the Devil, never 
evilmore and miſchief done and committed,than b 
too many of them that have lighted, undervalue 
and ſcorned theſe Prayers: From all blindneſs of 
heart,from pride, vain-glory,and hypocriſie ; from 
envy, hatred, and malice, and all uncharitablneſs, 
it becomes all the Sons. and 'the Daughters of 
Men that would be good, and do good, topray 
that the good Lord would deliver them from 
theſe ſins: But do not theſe fins too much abound 
among too many of them that have made Sepe- - 
ration from the Church of England ? Who are 
more ignorant. and prouder than many of. them ? 
Where is there greater Hypocrifie, Envy, Hatred, 
and Malice, than among too many of them ? But 
if they will not conform and reform to the Go- 
| vernment 
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vernment of the Church of Fxgland in due time, 
tne Lord will not onely leave them, but he 
will laugh at them whef Diſtreſs and Anguiſh 
cometh upon them ; as Deſolation and Deſtrui- 
on as a Whirl-wind ; then they may call upon 
the Lord but he will not anfwer them ; they 
may ſeek him early and yet not find him, be- 
cauſe they have lighted and hated knowledge, 
which would have men to depart from evil and 
to chuſe the 'fear of the Lord ; as without know- 
ledge the mind cannot be good ; ſo without 0+ 
bedience the knowledge is not good , for they 
that do flight and undervalue the Word of God , 


and the Prayers of the Church of England, they 


will eat of the fruit of their own way , and be 
filled with their Devices ; for the turning away 
of the ſimple will flay, and the proſperity of 
fools deſtroy them : but who ſo ' hearkeneth 
unto the Lord , and keeps in the good old way, 
will dwell ſafely, and be quiet from the fear of 
evil.

It becomes all wiſe and faithful' Chrifttans to 
do what they can to prevent Judgments and to 
} remove them, and not by Contentions and Di- 
viſions to haſten them , and to bring them upon 
us, when that they that profeſs the Goſpel of 
Peace, by their Pride, Envy, and Hatred', are 
ready to devour one another. It doth provoke 
the God of Heaven to- ſend © great and heavy 
Judgments to Amaze, Confound, and Conſume 
and Deſtroy one another. Was there ever ſuch 
a Plague and ſuch a Fire as was in'Zondon 1665, 
and 1666 ;'I hope it-will-never-be forgot; nor 
the Popith late Plot in 1678; apainft his Majefties 
Royal Perſon, and-torruin” many Thouſands in 
the Nation ; but bleffed” and praiſed be the God 
of Heaven , who doth daily watch over his 
Majeſties Royal Perſon', attd the whole Nation. 
Theretors let alk that do-ptoftls the Gofpel , learn 
to live in'Love ant Peace', to be of one Mind 
and to ſpeak-the ſame thing'; for this is the'beſt 
way. and the-ſooneſt way, that the Name of God 
may” be more 'and more\'known upon Earth, and 
his .ſaving Hedlth among alt Nations ; that fothe 
people may praiſe him'3'yea; that. all People may 
praiſe hin# with new obedience; . then will the 
Earth» bring 'ſorth* great lhcreafes ; and among all | 
Nations 
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Nations: there will be a free Trade, great Joy, 
and a laſting Peace. 7-6 

Let all them therefore that l6ve the Lord, be 
joyful in the Lord ; let them ſervet he Lord with 
gladneſs, and come before his Preſence with a

All unbelieving Jews, bruitith A- 
thieſts, wicked and bloody Papiits, and rebellious 
Diilentors and Secaries, will be athamed and 
contounded , that have -nor improved their time 
to know and to underſtand rhe great Myſtery of 
Godlineſs, God manifeſt in the Fleſh, who was 
juſtified in the Spirit , ſeen of Angels, preached 
unto the Gentiles, believed on in the World by 
many , both Jews and Gentiles ,. and 1s received 
up into Glory ; and there is preparing a place for 
them that do believe in him , and appear for him ; 
but he will pour contempt upon. all them that 
will not know and obey him, who is the Loy 
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of Life, the King of Glory , the Prince of Peace, 
the Captain of Mans Salvation, the Son of Righ- 
teouſneſs, that can and wiil heal all their Di- 
ſeaſes, and pardon all their Sins that come unto 
him; and well he may , becauſe heis the mighty 
God, the everlaſting Father, the wonderful Coun- 
ſeller, the Lord of Holts, who 1s ftrong and 
mighty in Battle ; that can readily and eaſily, 
by weak and unlikely means, confound and con= 
ſume the Enemies of his Goſpel, that do ſlight 
and undervalue him ; be they never fo many , 
be they never ſo great : But he will not break 
a bruiſed Reed, nor quench the ſmoaking Flax, 
till it bring forth Judgement unto Victory. . It is 
not a thing of indifferency, but it is of abſo. 
lute neceſflity, for the Sons and the Daughters of 
Men, the Wiſeſt, the Strongeſt, the Richeſt, and 
the Learned'ſt, and Pooreſt among them, for to 
believe in the Son of God; for whoſoever be- 
lieveth in him, whether they be Jew or Gentile, 
hath everlaſting Lite begun in them; but they 
that will not believe and obey him, will not 
ſee Life, but the Wrath of the ever living God 
abideth on them. Condemnation or Salvation, 
will be the lot and portion of the Sons and 
Daughters of Men , that ever have been, or e- 
ver. will be in the World. O that none might 
miſcarry, becauſe the Lord has laid help upon 
ene that is mighty, both able and willing to . 
ſave unto the uttermoſt all that come untohim, 
and he will in no'wiſe caſt otit ; for God the Fa- 
ther. ſent not his Son , his beloved Son, into 

the 
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the World , that he ſhould condemn the World , 
but that the World through him might be ſaved. 
Therefore he that believeth in him is not con: 
demned , for he hath the witneſs in himſelf, -but 
he that believeth not 1s condemned ; and there 
is not any that can be a witneſs for himor them, 
but all their works and duties will be witneſles 
againſt them. This made the Apoſtle St, Paul, 
that great and eminent Saint, count all (his 
Righteouſneſs, Works and Learning, to be loſs 
and droſs 'in compariſon of that excellent, moſt 
profitable , and comfortable knowledge that he 
found in Chrilt. 

The fruit of the Righteous is a tree of Life, 
and he that winneth Souls 1s wiſe; and they that 
turn many to Righteouſneſs, ſhall ſhine as the 
Stars for ever and ever. 

This is a high and honourable work , plea- 
ſant , profitable , and delightſome work , vito- 
rious, glorious, and crowning work, that will 
crown the God of Heaven with much Glory a- 
mong the Sons of Men, and our Royal Soveraign, 
his Majeſty of Great Britain, with great Ho- 
nour and Power over them ; over 'all Heathen 
and Popiſh Kings, Prieſts, Princes , and Empe- 
rors,. that ſo many Nations may be freed from 
flavery , and throughout the whole World there 
may.be great Joy , Peace , and Proſperity. 

- Tt is fad to confider how that too: many do 
make themſelves poor and miſerable in the ſer- 
vice of the World, the Fleſh and the Devil, and 
that how few do readily and willingly, and 
cheerfully engage in the "es of the God of Hea- 
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ven ; whoſe ſervice is perfed freedom, and his. 
work and reward is moſt honourable. They do 
well that do love their Enemies, that do often: 
feed them and relieve them ; for the Lord doth 
make his Son to ſhine Loth on the Evil and on 
the Good ; and ſendeth Rain on the Juſt and 
on the Unjuit. To do good to all Men it is 
commendable , but to do good to the Houſhold 
of Faith, .it is moſt profitable, and will prove 
moſt comfortable. A Friend loveth at all times , 
but a true anda faithful Friend may be ſo much. 
diſpleaſed, as not to manifeſt his Love at all 
times. Joſeph loved his Brethren when he tormed 
at them, ſpake roughly to them, put ſome of 
them in Priſon , and cauſed f;z4con to be bound 
before their Eyes : But as after Storms and Tem- 
peſts the Sun doth ſhine moſt cleareſt , ſo after 
great and long Trials , Troubles and Afflitions, 


Deliverance will be the ſweeteſt ; both to a Per. 


ſon , a Family, aCity, and a Kingdom. Let 
not any therefore deſpiſe the day of ſmall things ; 
let not any ſlight and undervalue the ſmall be- 
ginnings of Grace in themſelves or others; for 
a ſpark of Grace well proved and improved, will 


break forth into a flame , for the Glory of Gods.

Were there as 
many Nations, as many Worlds as there be Men, 
there is a way to ſubdue them, for the Glor 

of the great and mighty God , for the Credit 
of his Holy Goſpel, for the great Honour and 
Renown of the Proteſtant Religion, for the great 
Joy and Triumph of the Church of England, 
for the great Exaltation of his Majeſty of Great 
Britain , and the great Joy , Peace, and.

good, but he will put his fear in their hearts, 
rhat they ſhal! not depart from him; yea the Lord 
will rejoyce over them to do them good, and will 
plant them 10 his Land with his whole heart, and 
with his whole ſoul afſuredly. For as the Lord 
who is moſt wiſe and molt ſtrong, has brought 
great evil upon his people tor their rebellion, fo 
will he bring upon them all the good that he has 
promiſed, that ſo they may be humbled and re- 
formed ;-for the goodneſs of God ſhould lead 
men to repentance , but not unto diſobedience : 
He that knows his Maſters will, and doth it not, 
ſha!l be beaten with many ſtripes. All men under 
the Heavens are bound to know their Creator, fo 
as to fear him ; but there be many of the Sons 
and the Daugaters of Men, that will labour to 
know him, ſo as to love, ſerve, and to honour 
him; which will prove moſt comfortable to them- 
ſelves, and - moſt profitable to others. Let the 
man be what he will, or whom he will, in theſe 
days of the Goſpel, and in the Reign of our Royal 
Soveraign, His Majeſty of Great Britain,in whom. 
the Lord of Hoſts doth ariſe, his Enemies ſhall be 
ſcattered, and they that hate him ſhall flee be- 
fore him, as Wax melteth before the fire, fo will 


all the workers of iniquity at the preſence of the 
Lord ; 
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Lord ; but the Righteous ſhall be glad and rejzoyce 
for a long time : The Church of Rowe, the King 
of Spain, and the proud French King, has endea- 
voured to undermine and. overthrow the Prote- 
ſtant Religion, His Majeſty of. Great Britazs, . 
and the Church of England; but the time is come, . 
that they are to know,that they are to be brought 
very low, if that they will not Conform and Re. 
form-tothe ProtefFant Religion, tothe Nine and : 
thiriy Dottrimes of the Church of England. 

There is no man worthy to-be a Miniſter of the 
Goſpel in Fxgland. Scotland, Frauce and Ireland, 
that doth or thou!d oppoſe , gain-fay, or preach 

ainſt any of the N:zme and thirty Dottrines of 
5A Church of England : The Enemies againſt the 
Church of England are many both at kome and a. 
broad, but L ſhall endeavour by the. power of 
Faith, which is the power of God, for trodo-what 
[canto over-throw them-as one man, and to ſet 
a-work they that have power in their Rand, that. 
they may be ſubdu'd both by Sea and Land ; that 
ſo the people may know the true and the ever- 
living God, and;Jeſus Chrift whom he hath ſeat : 
then will the Earth bring forth great increaſe, 
and among all people inall Nations , there will 
be a free Trade, great Joy, and a laſting Peace. 
The Lord who-is moſt Great, and molt Good, 
knows when, how, and-by whom he pleaſes, for 
to ſpeak peace to a Perſon, a Family, a City, and 
a-Kingdom, and when he ſpeaks peace to his Peo- 
ple, toany of his Saints, let them not turn again 
to-'Folly , but let - them renew. their Obedience, 

and: 
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and double their Diligence: The Lord will fatiate 
the Soul of the Prieſts, of his Miniſters, with Fat- 
neſs, and the people with his Goodneſs ;. ſureſy 
his Salvation is nigh them that fear him, that Glq- 
ry may dwell in our Land. Mercy and. Truth are 
met together, Righteouſneſs,and Peace. have kiſ- 
ſed each other: ; Truth ſhall ſpring ,out of the 
Earth, Righteouſneſs ſhall. look down from Hea- 
ven, yea the Lord will give that which is good.; 
ſo. that our Land will yield her Increaſe ; Righte- 
ouſneſs will go before him, and, ſet us in the way 
of his Steps. The Lord whois moſt Greatand moſt 
Good, will be known by his Judgmeats ' and, his 
Mercies, for-he is a God that judgerh the earth ; 
for the Lord is a God of knowledge, and by. him 
all mens Thoughts and_AQtions ares weighed. 

[That our Royal Soveraign, his Majeſty, of Great 
Britain, may be willing to countenance, encou- 
rage, and ſet forward.this Noble Deſign, . that Di- 
vine Wiſdom and Power has enabled me to make 
known in time, for the Glory of his Great Name, 
and to have his Enemies brought to ſhame :. His 
Royal Majeſty will.. find that , many; Princes and 
Nations will aſſift him; and that, which. is more 
than all them, rhe God of Heaven, who has all 
Power in his awn hand, and the whole Creation 
at Command , will in theſe_days of the Goſpel, 
and in the Reign of our Royal Soveraign, make 
bare.his Arm, and manifeſt his Wiſdom, , Power, 
and Strength,.to bring down . the 7urk, the Pope, 
the French King, and the King of.

Sing unto the Lord 
thy God, O Church of Ergtand, tor he hath

I havelaid-to Heart more 
the troubles of -the-.Church of Engiand, and of 
his. Majeſty of Great Britain, than the Death 
of a-Wite and ſeven: Children ; 1 have laid -theny 
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more to Heart. than all the tryals,. troubles, Iof- 
ſes, crolſes and reproaches, that I have met with- 
al from my Youth, to.this preſent time : I have 
laid them ſo to Heart, that many will be made 
to ſmart, that have endeavoured to undermine 
and to overthrow the Proteſtant Religion, his 
Majeſty of Great Britain, and the Church of 
England: 1 have laid them fo to Heart, that many 
will be made to ſmart, that will not conform 
and reform to the Proteſtant Religion, as it is 
eſtabliſht in the Church of Fxg/and.

Fear not, O La nd, but 
be glad and rejoyce, tor the Lord, who 1s moſt 
wife, and moſt {trong, will do great things for 
thee, O Erglznd, for thee O'London, above other 
Nations ; tor as,thou haſt had great ſorrow and 
miſery, ſo thou-wilt have great honour and. pro- 
ſperity : The time is come in theſe days of the 
Goſpel, andin the Reign of our Royal Soveraign, 
Hu Majeſty of Great Britain, that for thy ſhame 
the Lord will give. thee double Honour, and for

Is it not in vain for the Church of Zzgland, for 
to pray, O God make ſpeed to ſave us; O Lord 
make haſt to help its; and do not mind and re- 
oard when and by whom he will doit ; for as he 
ean doit when he will, ſohe will doit by whom 
he will; and not when and by whom Wile, 
Strong, Rich, and Learned-men pleaſe; the 
meaner and weaker the Inſtrument is, whom Al- 
mighty God doth uſe, the greater 1s the Sin of 
them that do him flight , under-valuc, and re- 
fuſe. Long may the Church of England look ſor 
Peace, and meet with Trouble ; look for Health, 
and meet with Diſappoinment ; when ſhe is not 
careful to mind the Day of her Viſitation, Shall 
the Stork in the Heaven know her appointed time, 
and the Turtle, and the Crane, and the Swal- 
low obſerve the time of their coming ?. And: ſhall 
not the Servants.of the Lord.underſtand his Mind, 
ſo as. to endeavour to prevent his Judgments ? Are 
they not counted-wiſe-men that-have the Law of. 
the Lord wih'ithem ? But are not ſuch wile-men 
many times diſmayed, aſhamed, .and taken, when 
they do reject the Word of the- Lord , and rely 
upon the Trad.tions and Inventions of Mens ma- 
king and framing , which are neither agreeable 


nor-ſuitable to-the Word of God , which 1s the: 


Word of Lite: and of -Power ? What. wiſdom is in 
ſuch men then, that wiſdom which will deceive 
them ? Who 1s ſo blind as they thatſhould ſec moſt, 
and deaf as they that ſhould hear. beſt ? 1s there 
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-no Balm in G3/ead, is there ho Phyſician there ? 
' Doubtleſs there is: Is not the Lord, the Lord 
F:hovah, in whom is Everlaſting Strength in Z- 
on ? Is not her King in her, and tor her, and with 
her? Why then is not the health of the Daughter 
of Gods people recovered? Is there not any that 
ſtirs up himſelf to take hold of the true and eyer- 
living God, as they ought and ſhould do; there- 
_ fore hath the Lord, who is full of Wiſdom, Power, 
and Strength, hid his Face from us : And by rea- 
fon 'of our many great and grievous Sins, we have 
all been very much aflicted and conſumed ? But 
-where is the man that lays it fo to heart, as to 
ſtand up in the Gap, to make up the Hedge, ſo as 
to turn away Gods Wrath, that tor a long time has 
burned like Fire againſt Z2744nd, Scotland, France 
and Treland : Who can ſtand betore the Lord,who 
is moſt great, and moſt good, when once he is an- 
gry; doth not the Mountains quakeat him, and the 
Hills melt? And is not the Earth burnt at his Pre- 
ſence, yea the World, and all that dwell therein, 
when he pleaſeth? Therefore the Wicked and all 
the Workers of Iniquity , the Seed of Evil-doers, 
the Children of Diſobedience, the Enemies of the 
Goſpel, and the Proteſtant Religion, will be a- 
ſhamed, confounded, and at laſt deſtroyed, if that 
they do not in time humble themſelves under the 
hands of the Great and Mighty God, who is Poſ- 
feſſor and Commander of Heaven, the Earth, and 
the Sea, and all things that inthem be. The 
Righteous ſhall rejoyce and be glad, but the Sin- 
ners in Z7on, in the Church of England, will be 
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afraid : Fearfulneſs hath ſurprized the Hypocrites 
already : Who among the Sons of Men in the 
Church of England, that can dwell with Devour- 
ing Fire ? Who among them can dwell with Ever- 
laiting Burnings? He that walketh Righteouſly, 
and worketh Righteouſneſs ; that ſpeaketh up- 
rightly ; he that deſpiſeth the Gain of Oppreſlion, 
that fJacketh his hands from holding of Bribes ;

dwell on high, his place of Defence ſhall be the 
Munitions of Rocks ; 1n time of Famine he will 
be fed ; Bread ſhall be given him, his Waters ſhall 
be ſure, he ſhall ſee the King in his Beauty ; he will 
behold the Land that 1s very far off: But what 
will become of them that ſerve graven Images, 
and boaſt themſelves of Idols? they will be a+ 
ſhamed and confounded in theſe Days of the Go- 
ſpel, if that they. do not loth and forſake them. 
In theſe Days of the Goſpel, the Loxd who is moſt 
great, and moſt good, moſt wiſe, and moft {irong, 
1s very angry, and has been for a long time with 
this Generation ; but moſt of all with the Mini- 
ſters of the Goſpel throughout the whole Na- 
tion, for not minding and regarding who hath 
believed their Report, and towhom the Arm of 
the Lord is revealed; for his Arm is very. long, 
and very: ſtrong; and that his Enemies the 
Workers of Iniquity will know in theſe Days of 
the Goſpel , tq their great ſhame and overthrow.

England, What have the Miniſters of the Go- 
{pel to mind ? Who ought they to mind more 
than that man whom the Lord of Hoſts has made 
ſtrong for himſelf and his Anointed ; when that 
too many have made themſetves ſtrong 1n Parts a- 
exinſt him, and our Royal Soveraign, Hu Maj ſiy 
of Great Britain ? But what will they get but 
thame and confuſion, for they will be brought 
down and that with a witneſs. Though it is not 
in the power of the Miniſters of the Goſpel to be- 
get ſo Renowned a Grace, as precious Faith 
where 1t isnot ; yet ought 1t to be their great Care 
to countenance, incourage, and take notice of that 
perſon in whom it is wrought ; becauſe it is ſuch 
2 ſpark, that it will in time break forth 'into a 
flame, for the Glory of Gods great Name, and to 
put the Enemies of the Goſpel to ſhame: It is 
high and honourable Work,that the God of Heaven 
has ſtirr'd me up for to make known his Mind, for 
the great Joy, Peace and Proſperity of Mankind. 
And I have endeavoured to deny my ſelf, to over- 
come my ſelf, and to lay out my ſelf, in ſo noble a 
Deſign ; I have ventur'd my Life, endangered 
my Liberty, and have expoſed my ſelf to man 

Loſſes, Croſles, and Reproaches , to be blam'd, 
ſham'd, and condemnd by many men : But I had 
rather be condemn'd for doing well, though I do 
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it not ſo well as | ſhould do, by tle Sons of Men, 
than to be condemn'd by the God of Heaven, for 
not making known his Mind, as well as I can do: 
The Lord is merciful , and will paſs by many 
| Weakneiles and Infirmitics of his Children; but 
he is juſt and righteous, and will puniſh ſeverely 
them that be rebellious and diſobedient : They 
| that know their Lords will and do it not, will 
have ſtripes enough ; for though the Lord be 
| flow to anger, yet is he great in Power: They 
that do flight and under-value me, it is not ſo 
much me, as they do the Wiſdom, and the. Power 
of the Almighty, who works with me, and in me, 
and for me, for the Glory of his great Name, for 
the Credit of his holy Goſpel, for the great Ho- 
nour and Renown of the Proteſiant Religion, 
for the great Exaltation of Hy ' Majeſty o Great. 
Britain, above all Heathen and Popith Kings, 
Prieſts, Princes, and Emperors in, the World ; 
which will bring great Joy and Triumph to the 
Church of Englaud, and great Peace and Proſpe- 
rity to many Kingdoms ;, which will be brought 
about in theſe days of the Goſpel, in ſpight of the 
Turk , the: Pope, and the Dzvel, and all the 
Workers of Evil. It is the Power of Faith, which 
is the Power of God, that doth ſet a-work the 
Powers of the Soul; and the Powers of the Soul 
ſet a-work by the Powers of Heaven, will be in- 
abled to prepare high and honourable Work, plea- 
ſant, profitable and delightfom Work, victorious, 
1 glorious, and! crowning Work, to be managed 
by the Powers'of the World, for the Glory of the 
Ls R moſt 
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moſt High , and'the great Honour and Renown 
.of Englands Royal Majeſty : That all Strife, 
Contention and Wars throughout the whole 
World may ceaſe; that ſo among all People in 
all Nations, there may be a tree Trade, great Joy, 
and a laſting Peace. 

The Religion of the Church of Rom? muſt not 
be Countenanced, Encouraged, or Tolerated a- 
mong the Sons of Men, in any Nation, City, 
Town, or Corporation, under the Canopy of Hea- 
ven, becauſe it is a Religion full of Deceit, and 
throughout the whole World the greatcit Cheat : 
It is a Religion that 1s an Idle Fow], that doth at 
once pick the Purſe, and damn the Soul: It is a 
Religion managed with all the Cratts of the World, 
the Fleſh, and the Deuw?/; therefore it is a Reli- 
r10n full of 'Pride, Vain glory, Hypocriſie, and 
reachery : 'It is a wicked Religion, becauſe it 
makes them that Conform to it , tobe ſeven-fold 
more-the Childreg of the Devil than they were 
by Nature. All the Sons: and. the. Daughters of 
Men are bad by Nature ,: but the Religion of the 
Church of Rome makes Men: worſe: by Practice : 
But, God ſo loved the World, that he has ſent the 
Goſpel of his Son, which 1s taught in the- Church 
of England, that Men might be turned from a 
ſtate of Nature, into a ſtate of Grace; and from 
the power of Sin and Satan, into. the G /orzoms. Lie 
berty of hs Children; which is to. injoy Power 
againſt Sin, and Victory over the World, the Fle/b, 
and the Devzd, and all the Warkers of Eid, But 
the Rebgion - of the Church of; Rome, makes;her 
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Children Servants to Sin, Slaves tothe World arid 
the Devil, and Enemies to their own Souls ; and 
ſo being hardned in Sin by Cuſtom and Pra@ice, 
they are not afraid nor aſhamed to Combine and 
Deſign from time to time, to undermine and 
overthrow the Proteſtant Religion, His Majefty 
of Great Britain, and the Church of England - But 

for ever bleſſed and praiſed be the God of Heaven, 
whoto Admiration, from time to time has watch- 
| ed over this Nation, that it has not by unreaſona- 
ble, bloody,and deceittul Men, been brought to De- 
ſolation ; but no thanks be tothem that have made 
a Separation, for-they have done what they can to 
put a Sword into our Enemies hand: By their Pride 
and Contention, Sedition, and Rebellion , many 
have turned Athezſts and Papiſts.; fo that the 
Church of Rome has been firengthned-and:! encou- 
raged from our Selves. Ever fince the Church of 
Rome has made Shipwrack of Faith and of a gaod 
Conſcience, and has preferred their "Traditions; 
Inventions, and lying Wonders, above Gods'Com- 
mandments, which 1s. the Rule of |\Faith arid Mane 
ners ; their Religion has been an! abominable Re- 
yroach unto Chrift and his Goſpel « They do pro- 
feſs Chrift, but —_— deny him, becauſe they 
will not be ruled by his Word, nor have him rule 
in them by his Spirit : They do mock Chriſt in their 
Sacraments, - and perſecute him in his Members ; 
ſo- that *or Religion 4 the Church of Rome is a 
bloody Religion \, upheld by Tyranny and -Op- 
ooo The Blood that the Church of Ronir \ 
cauſed to be ſhed in the World from time to time, 
R 2 by 
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by Wars, Treachery, and Cruelty ; is more than 
there be men in Ergiand, Scotland and. Ireland: 
And yet the Church of Rowe, the Mother of Har- 
lots, that Scarlet Whore, is not ſatisfied ; but the 
Righteous God to whom Vengeance doth belong,, 
though he be flow to Anger, yet is he great in 
Power ; therefore he will give her Blood to Drink, 
becauſe ſhe is worthy : The Day of thy Calamity, 
O Church of Rome, 1s at hand ; that ſo many Na- 
tions may. be freed from Slavery, and throughout 
the vie or World there. may be great Joy, Peace, 
and Profperity.. For thy Pride and. Vain«glory, 
thy Formality, Hypocritie, and: Treachery, the 
Miſery that will come upon: thee, makerh haſt : 
Theretore Cry and Howl you Intabitants of Rowe, 
for Antichriſt muſt come down ; and all thoſe 
that will uphold his Crown : to that end the Lord 
of Hoſts, whoiis Strong and Mighty in Battel, who 
has all Power. in his.-own hand, and: the whole 
Creation at command, has ftirr'd me up to en« 
gage with him , 'to ſtir up all the Kings and Prin- 
ces in the world that will own him; to bring down 
his Implacable: Enemies that be againſt:him, as 
the Turk, the Pope ,. the! French King, and the 
King of Spain ,- becauſe they be Enemies to his 
Goſpel, and. his Children, who are as dear unto 
him as the Apple of his Eye, becauſe they be his 
purchaſed, ranſomed, :and redeemed Ones , they 
be » his. juſtified, fanctified,. choſen and: beloved 
Ones ; they. be: his choice Jewels, and - his great 
Freaſure: As for'\the. Workers. of Iniquity,, the 
Seed :of Evil Doers, the Children of Diſobedience, 
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the Enemies of his Goſpel ; who be unbelieving 
Fews, Lruitiſh Arneiſts, wicked and bloody Pa- 
piſts, and revellious Daſſentors and SefFaries, they 
be but Lumber and »Cumber in the world, till 
they do Conform and Reform to the Lord of Life, 
who is the King of Glory, and the Prince of Peace; 
wio knows when, how, and by whom he pleaſe, 
with much eaſe, to bring great Peace and Proſpe- 
rity to: a Nation, as to a Perſon ; happy be they 
that live to him, and live for him ; they will live 
for ever with him ; they wall be in his Favour, 
in whoſe Preſence is Fulneſs of Joy, and at whoſe 
Right Hand are Pleaſures for ever-more. lt is a 
grear Priviledge to be in the Favour of an Earthly 
Prince ; but it is the higheſt Honour, and the 
greateſt Safety to be in the Favour of the God of 
Heaven, whois the Lord of Life and the King of 
Glory. 

A man may want Money ſometimes  to-help 
himſelf, when he may be rich and ſtrong 1in Faith 
to helpothers. A man may want Money to Trade 
with men , when he-may be-rich and ſtrong in 
Faith, to engage with the: God of Heaven, for 'the 
Glory of his great Name , to have, his Enemies 
brought to ſhame, -and Hz M yefiy of Great, Bri- 
tain, and the Church of Exgland, throughout the 
whole world , to great Honour , Renown, and 
Fame: True Faith, which is more precious. than 
Gold, will make a man ſeeming poor, to make 
others really rich ;andit will inable a man to male 


himſelf in the world of; no Reputation, to. bring. - 


others to great Honouri and Exaltation : Let all 
| that 
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that want ſo rich a Jewel as precious Faith, la» 
bour to get it from the Lord of Lite, in the uſe 
of thoſe means that he has appointed, and the 
Church of England has ordained ; and they that 
have it, let them labour to prove it, and improve 
it, becauſe it will innoble the Mind, and inable 
the Mind to frame ſome noble Deſign, and to 
bring it about in due time, for the great Joy, 
Peace, and Proſperity of Mankind. It has been 
want of Faith and Love to God, our Brethren, and 
Enemies, that has cauſed fo much Strife and Con- 
tention, Sedition, and Rebellion ; which has 
brovght great Diſorder and Confuſion from time 
to time among Mankind : But the God of Wiſdom 
and Power knows when and how for to bring a- 
mong the Sons of Men , in many Nations, Order 
out of Confuſion , Light out of Darkneſs, Good 
out of Evil, Peace out of Trouble in the worſt 
of Times; and by the weakeſt of Means : that 
Strife , Contentions , and Wars throughout the 
whole Earth may ceaſe: All People in all Nations 
muſt ftrive to live in Love and Peace, becauſe 
God is Love, who is the Creator of all Men, and 
the Preſerver of them. 

That this may be done, and well done, the 
Goſpel, that bringeth Glad-tydings of Salvation, 
muſt Run and be Glorified, where it is not, and 
muſt flouriſh where it is ; that ſo they that do not 
know the true God, and Jeſus Chrift whom he 
hath fent, may labour to know him ; and they 
that know him, let them labour to love him ; and 
they that love him , let them labour to _ his 
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Commandments, becauſe they be not 'grievous, 
but moſt pleaſant, profitable, and comtortable 3 
But the Traditions of the Church of Rome are 
burdenſom , unprofitable', and uncomfortable ; 
they do deprive Kings of their Privitedges : And 
that is the greatelt Freedom, which 4s the Free- 
dom of the Mind, and the greateſt Liberty which 
is the Liberty of the Will, and the greateſt Power 
which is over Sin, the World, and the Devil. The 
Church of Rome 1s too cruel to her Children, be- 
cauſe ſhe will not let them 1nzoy the Jewels more 
worth than three Kingdoms : And that is a ſound 
Heart which is the lite of the Fleſh; a wholſom 
Tongue which is a Tree of Life, and righteous 
Lips which are the Delight of Kings ; but to lye, 
flatter, and dillemble, is the Church of Rome's 
Religion. The Lips of Truth will be eſtabliſht 
for ever, but a lying Tongue 1s but for a mo- 
ment. Times may be ſo bad, and ſo ſad, that 
many may be brought into fuch great ſtraights, 
that they cannot tell how: to; live well by their 
Eſtates, or their Trades, by their 'Houſes or Lands, 
or Offices, or great Places ; but. in-the worſt of 
Times that can come, the Juſt. thall live by his 
Faith, becauſe it is more precious than Gold: In 
time of Famine he will be fed, in $ime of Plague 
he will be hid, in time of War he will not fly, in 
time of Fire he is provided for all Eternity ; when 
the Heavens ſhall paſs away: with a great noiſe, 
and the Elements ſhall melt-with fervent heat, and 
the Earth, and all the Works that are therein ſhall 
be burnt,up, then the -Juſt-and Righteous have 
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an Inheritance incorruptible and undefiled, and 
that fadeth not away, reſerved in Heaven for 
them. 

Faith that works by Love, will inable the Sons 
and the Daughters of Men to bear much, to ſuf- 
fer much, to want much, and to enjoy much, and 
to do much good in their Generation ; for the 
great Honour of God, the King, and Nation ; 
they that can love the God of Heaven for himſelf, 
will ſerve htm for his Kingdom ; and they will 
know that the God of Heaven loves them, but 
not for what they have done and ſuffered , but he 
loves them for his Son, and for what he has done 
and ſuffered: They that do love God for Chriſt, 
and the Lord Chriſt as God and Man in one Per- 
ſon, will find that the Father and the Son will 
manifeſt themſelves unto them; and by their Spi- 
rit will revive, refreſh, counſel, comfort, and 
ſtrengthen them in every State and Condition, 
under every Tryal, Trouble, and Aﬀiction, that 
the Sons and the Daughters of Men are expoſed 
unto in the Wilderneſs of this World, The God 
of Keaven ,- who is moſt Great and moſt Good, 
moſt wiſe, and moſt ſtrong,” 1s Love, and he that 
dwelleth' in Love, dweleth 'in God; and God in 
him ; which will enable a man to bring abour 
great and wonderful things, for the great-Honour 
and Exaltation of a Kings Perſon, and the great 
Peace and Proſperity of many Nations. 

Man's loving of God, who 1s moſt good, is a 
Fruiti'of Gods loving of him,” though he be very 
bad, but not' the Cauſe : Gods Love to Man 1s
